1 was overwhelmed wltto wouler 
and aatonlahment when I learned 
that the Columbia River route !• the 
one which the poieers or /‘Forty 
nlnera” of thta section followed. I 
cannot understand how 1 ..'? ever, 
braved the torrents of the Co. j nbla | 
and the rojky trails of Hit mountains 
which rise from the river's b*nk 
But the early settlers had the habit 
of doing things which wo now look 
upoo as Impossible. 

Thgt these brave pioneers be not 
forgotten and Uiet their story might 
be banded down to future genera¬ 
tions. Portland haa built and dadici - 
tod to them aa a memorial what la 
kflown aa the Vista House This 
artistic and beautiful atruotura of 
steel, coocrete, copper, marble and 
glaae le located in center the Colum¬ 
bia River Highway at Crown Point 
and overlooks the waters of the ma¬ 
jestic river. This memorial butldti g 
la open to the hundreds of thousands 
of tourists who make use of the Co¬ 
lumbia Highway. The probable coat 
of the Vista House is around—well 1 
will not say because my Judgment of 
costa haa not teen good since before 
and after the war.. 

From the Viata House or Crown 
Polot one can e<f thirty miles up and 
down the river, and as we passed at 
an early morning hour, I promised 
myself that 1 would return In Mm* 
to ace a Columbia River sunset. W* 
were In time and will say that 1 
would not have misled it for any 
thing. Standing In the highway at 
a point from which 1 could look al 
most vertically down 800 feet to the 
peaceful waters of the river moving 
silently to the ocean, aud at tht 
same lime having a splendid view ol 
the distant horizon In the west when 
the sun wan sinking behind sllvet 
clouds whose radiant glow of light »o 
blended with nature's tuarvelou 
surrourv In s that we had a plctun 
of such loveliness that I treasure I* 
In my mi mory aa one of the ch oices' 
scene 1c gen a of the famous Columbl 
River Highway. 

Leaving the sunset scene at Crown 
Point and driving toward Portland 
we dh»co5 ered that the king of day 
had not yet said “good night” ti 
Ml. Hood—the stupenduous, awe-ln- 
splrlng, eternal snow capped peak 
rising from the crest of the Cascade* 
and towering in stately magnlficenct 
many thousands of feet above the sea 
It Is truly ailing of mountains anr 
reigns supreme In this section of tin 
country. 

The first ascent to Its summit wat 
osede August 4, 1854 by one of m) 
relatives, William Barlow, son ol 
Captain Barlow, the builder of tht 
famous Barlow trail across the Cas 
cades. * The base of thla mountain h 
now quite easily reached. The roao 
leads up the famed Hood River frul 
valley. The Peak la located In th* 
Oregon National Forest apd lam- 
told that this forest has many hun 
dreds of miles of U. S. Ranger trail* 
which make accessible to horse back 
riders much of this region which can 
not be readied over motor roads 
Fishing Is said to be good In the 
mountain stream and lakes of this 
section. 

While motoring along slowly and 
drinking In the beauties of the rug 
ged grandeur of Ml. Hood, which 
were magnified by the last rays of 
the magnificent and gorgeous sunset 
Mrs Barlow exclaimed, “Look: Ills 
changing In appearance ” And she 
was right for is It not written “never 
does one see the beautiful grandeur 
of this mountain twice the sameY” 

After supper I sat In the auto park 
studying the stars In Oregon's blue 
skies and meditating upon the dayV 
sightseeing. I began to figure the 
probable cost of building the Oolum 
bla River Highway and whether It 
was necessary to have carried out the 
artlstlo plans that the road, bridges, 
tunnels. Act. might harmonize with 
the various scenes of Nature's beauty 
•long the way, and during the medi¬ 
tation 1 recalled an auction sale 
which some years ago was held In 
Marlinlon. It will be remembered 
that In the pioneer days of the town 
that an old gentleman with adog v 
“blew” Into town and set up a first 
class jewelry store. After some time 
the oJd gentleman died and his jewel¬ 
ry was sold out at auction. I attend 
ed the sale and noticed quite an old 
man—a stranger to me—who was full 
to the limit of a kind of mountlau 
dew that made his soul rejoice and 
loosened the strings of his pocket 
book. He bid on rings, cuff buttons, 
odd spoons, forks, knives etc and 
paid fer each and every article as he 
bought It. and each time he paid he 
repeated the words 

“What fools we mortals oe.” 

And as 1 travel over this country— 
the falret land kissed by a zephyr 
and bathed by an ocean—and note 
the millions of dollars which have 
and are now being spent for *how, I 
recall the auction scene and she old 
bidder'8 quotation, 

“What fools we mortals be.”

Commissioner's Sale of Land 


We continued our J mrnej through 
a rolling farming and wooded coun 
try to Salem where we spent the 
night Salem la the cspltnl city of 
ibe Mate of Oregon ll was founded 
In 1942 by the Methodist Mission end 
Incorporated In 1858. lie original 
name Chemekata was changed by 
David Leslie to Salem after Salem. 
Massachusetts. 

The city hee broad well shaded 
•treats and aside from the oommand 
•og State Capitol Bulldlngi many 
ither state Institutions are located 
here—among them being the home 
for the blind, an Indian eel ool, State 
hospital, tuberculosis sanitarium, 
training school for boys. Industrial 
ichool for girls, e school for the deaf, 
the Oregon penitentiary, etc 

The surrounding country la adapt 
ed to raising fruit and flax The 
penitentiary supports the largest flax 
olant in the United States You no 
doubt have noticed In bold letters 
upon fruit boxes “Willamette Val¬ 
ley.” Well Salem Is the center of 
this fruit valley which grow prune* 
vnd loganberries to perfection. 

Salem le an educational center and 
use a splendid public school system. 
Home months ego at Gainesville, 
Florida. 1 overheard a conversation 
between two strangers concerning th* 
Salem, Oregon scl ools It app-tre 
that a valuable prfas had been offered 
«o the atodmt who would write the 
Nearest correct letter giving the beat 
reasons why a tourist should visit 
Halem and the surrounding country 
Each contestant agreed to copy an«l 
oell prise letter to a few of hh 
rlendi and acqualu a ices In other 
States. This was rather a un'q i* 
method of advertising and It would 
be difficult to tell the results. Some 
person might be - Influenced by a let 
er of this kind to visit Salem Intend 
ng to stop but one night, but after 
ntngllng with the hospitable people 
>f that town an<’*suppl)lng the Inner 
m in with some of the valley's real 
fruit and beef, might decide to spend 
the remainder of his days'on the 
banks of the Willamette ilver. 

Our next day s drive by the way of 
Albany and Corvallis lo Eugene was 
through a rolling farming country 
chiefly devoted to frtli' growing and 
dairying. 

Albany, located west oftheCis 
cade Range la said to be no great dl» 
tance from likes and creeks which 
•bound with speckled beauties, while 
in the woods adjacent to lakes and 
itreams. deer and other wild game 
•re found. 

We halted only for a aliort time In 
.he city of Corvallis which fs located 
in the foothills of the Coast Range 
mountains near where they reach 
their greatest elevation This town 
U the home of one of the leading agrl 
cultural colleges of the west and 
nearby le located the State Game 
Farm which la possibly the largest 
wild game breeding farm In America 

At Eugene, located at the point 
where the McKenzie rlvlr empties 
into the Willamette, we spent the 
light. This town Is the homeo f the 
State University. The city has 
beautiful homes and well paved 
itreeta. The population Is about 
10,000 and Is the largest city visited 
on this day's drive. / 

From Eugene to Roseburg the 
country Is made up of wooded hills 
which are quite scenic and are said 
to be well snpplled with game. The 
chief Industry In this section Is fruit 
and lumbering.

Given owned 22.000 acres of land 
In one body,and he offered bis daugh¬ 
ter at the time of her marriages 500 
acre farm fully stocked. Mr. Gibbs 
having no taste for farm life, refused 
it. and took hie young elf# to Hunters¬ 
ville. where they lived whl e he built 
the Court House In addition lo the 
property of his wife's family. Mr. 
Gibbs mother had a opoipartahle ea 
tele of her own In R ckbridge County 
which the family sold after tlie dealt) 
of Mr. Glbba In 1902. So much for 
the published slatemeut that Mr. 
Gibbs was In straightened financial 
circumstances at .the time of his re¬ 
sidence In Pocahontas County. 

As to the place he lived at the tlhir 
he Invented the tawing machine. Mr. 
Glbbe In a published Interview In the 
Staunton Vindicator, said he lived at 
what Is now Scebert on a farm owned 
by Col John II. Ruck man The post 
office wm Mlllpolnt Twelve jean 
*go, on the occasion of a visit to Msr¬ 
llnton by two of the daughters of Mr 
Gibbs, t: e late Dr Wm.

Mr Glbba was building s residence 
for Ool Ruekman on his farm across 
the river from Seebert when he made 
his first and greatest Invention. Mr 
Ruekman barked him with 95 000 for 
iudevelopment. In the fall of 1856 
he took his wl e and two small daugh 
ters to Col Given's home In Webster 
County that county having recentlj 
been formed from Nicholas territory 
to spend the winter, while he went to 
Boston to have hie model made and 
to Interest capital In manufacturing 
his machine. * 

Mr. Glbbe met Mr. Wiloox In the 
winter of Is57. Ills place of business 
waa In Masonic Hall, Philadelphia, 
and he was on the lookout for a good 
Investment He was so much pleased 
with the patent and model that he 
Immediately formed a partnership 
Mr. Wilcox Invested 916,000 for the 
development of the machine, Mr. 
Gibbs moved his family ‘ to Phila¬ 
delphia after a year It wa* decided to 
move the business to Providence R 1 
with the main office In New York 
-Here It has been ever since, and It 
still pays Uie family dividends. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Glbbe preferred 
to live In the country, and they de¬ 
cided to return to the Little Levels 
of Pocahootas. In the fall of 1859, 
they bought the farm or. which See- 
bert now stands from Col. Rues man. 
Mr Gibbs went back and forth to 
attend to his business He was In 
Providence when Fort Sumptor was 
fired on. lie Immediately came home 
to take part with Ills native state. 
Virginia In December, 1861. he re 
fugeed with Ids family to Ids old 
home at Raphlne, Va There he 
bought the farm on which he died, 
just forty years afterwards His 
friends and Ills wife's relatives found 
with him a welcome home as they re 
fugeed during the war from West 
Virginia. 

In the fall of 1800. a daughter was 
sent to school at Hillsboro She 
boarded In the heme of the late Rev. 
M. D. Dunlap She saw the first 
company of cavalry leave Hillsboro 
for the war. 7 

Mr. Gibb’s health waa such that he 
oould not stand army service, so he 
was made a major In the Ordinance 
Department with headquarters at 
Lexington He superintended the 
making of salt petre for the Confedtr 
ate States government. 

In statue Mr. Glbbe was six feet 
tall. He never effected silk hate If 
the ladles of the Womans Club would 
visit Lexington Court House and see 
his life size photograph they would 
see that the recently published dls 
crlptlon of his appearance does ftot 
conform 

One who was a life long friend of 
Mr. Gibbs, while sUndtng by his 
casket, said “Yes he was a success 
ful man and made money, but It 
never made a fool of him. ”
